TO THE VOTERS OF THE TOWN OF SOUTHBOR- 
OUGH: 


The Warrant for the annual town meeting for 1931 
was duly submitted to the Advisory Committee, for its 
consideration and report. After hearing all Depart- 
ments and persons who presented themselves before 
the Committee and having given each article in the 
Warrant very careful study and consideration, we re- 
spectfully submit this report. 


Due to the many changes and improvements being 
made in the town this year there will be heavy ex- 
penses in connection with the same. Also the State 
and County Taxes will be considerable higher, besides 
the heavy interest charges on the water bonds. We 
may also be faced with an expense in connection with 
the moving of water mains on the turnpike. In addi- 
tion to these items the revenue derived from income 
taxes will probably be much less. A combination of 
these items will, of course, reflect in a much higher 
tax rate. | 


The last page of this report shows a summary of the 
appropriations requested by the several departments 
and the amounts recommended by the Advisory Com- 
mittee. You will notice that there is a difference in 
the totals of over $30,000.00, which means that if the 
appropriations requested were allowed, your tax rate 


- . would be approximately $10.00 per thousand more — 


than if you follow the recommendations of your Com- 
mittee. Therefore, we strongly urge that our recom- 
mendations be followed. 


RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING ARTICLES IN 
THE WARRANT | 


Article 3. Under this heading come all the appro- 
priations for the general government of the Town. 


Article 4. It is recommended that the authorization 
requested be granted. 


Article 5. It is recommended that one-half of the 
money raised by licensing of dogs, be added to the 
appropriation voted for the maintenance of the Town 
Schools, and one-half to the appropriation for the 
maintenance of the Town Library. 


Article 6. It is recommended that the sum of 
$125.00 be appropriated for this purpose. 


Article 7. It is reeommended that the Town accept 
contributions from St. Mark’s School and from Fay 
School, in lieu of regular taxes from which the schools 
are exempt. 


Article 8. It is reeommended that the authority re- 
quested be granted. 


Article 9. It is recommended that the Town vote 
to transfer the various funds appropriated for special 
purposes in 1930, which remain unexpended, to the 
Town Treasury. 


Article 11. It is recommended that this aetiele be 
passed over. | 


Article 12. It is recommended that the sum of 
$100.00 be appropriated for this purpose and the ex- 
pending of the same to be made under the direction of 
the Selectmen. 


Article 14. It is recommended that the sum of 
51700.00 be appropriated to be added to like sums, 
which will be appropriated by the State and one 
for this purpose. 


Article 15. It is reeommended that this article be 
passed over. 


Article 16. it is recommended that the sum of 
£150.00 be appropriated for this purpose. 


Article 17. It is the feeling of the majority of the 
Committee that this expenditure is unnecessary at this 
time and it is therefore, recommended that the article 
be passed over. 


Article 18. It is recommended that the sum of 
$523.08 be appropriated for this purpose. 


Article 19. It is recommended that the Town vote 
to instruct the Town Collector to collect receipts of 
the Water Department and turn the same over to the 
Town Treasurer. 


Article 21. It is recommended that this article be 
passed over. 


Article 22. It is recommended that the sum of 
$500.00 be appropriated from the Cemetery Reserve 
Fund for this purpose. 


Article 23. It is recommended: that the sum of 
$1000.00 be appropriated for this purpose. 


‘Article 24. It is recommended that this article be 
passed over. 


It is recommended that this article be 
passed over. | 


Article 26. It is recommended that the sum of 
$500.00 be appropriated for this purpose. 


Article 27. It is recommended that the Treasurer’s 
and Accountant’s salary be increased $100.00 each 
and provided the Collector collects the water receipts 
that the salary for that office be increased $100.00. 


It is recommended that this article be 
passed over.

Article 31. It is recommended that the sum of 
$5290.75, from receipts in 1980 and 1931 of Water 
Department, be appropriated for use of said De- 
partment, as reimbursement for expenditure for pri- 
vate service installations during this period.
